And I
just have a few things I wanted to read from it.

The working Group considers that Civil
Rights laws are not being -- working group
that -- working group considers that Civil
Rights laws are not being fully implemented.

And even if fully implemented, they are
insufficient to overcome and transform the
institutional and structural racial
discrimination and racism against African
descended people. Mass incarceration, police
violence, housing segregation, disparity and the
quality of education, labor markets
segmentation, political disenfranchisement and
environmental degradation continue to have
detrimental impacts on people of African descent

despite the application of Civil Rights Tlaws.

McCorkle Litigation Services, Inc.
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Under manifestations of racial
discrimination, the criminal justice system and
barriers to civil and political participation,
the working Group is deeply concerned that the
alarming levels of police brutality and
excessive use of lethal force by law enforcement
officials committed with impunity against people
of African descent in the United States. 1In
addition, the most recent and well-known cases
of killings of unarmed African Americans, such
as the cases of Eric Garner, Michael Brown,
Tamir Rice, walter Scott, Freddie Gray, and
Laquan McDonald, the working Group received
information about many other similar cases.

The working Group met with a
considerable number of relatives of African
Americans allegedly killed by police officers,
they were actually killed by police officers,
but they say allegedly. They are still seeking
justice for their loves ones, including Tyron
west, Tyron Lewis, Jonathan Sanders, Oscar
Grant, Tony Robinson, Marion Brown, India Kager,
Ronald Johnson, that's Dorothy's son, Mohamed
